LONDON. Dec. 
13—One 
Italian 
cruiser was sunk in the central M e­ 
d ite rra n e a n before dawn today and 
a n o th e r severely dam aged, the ari- 
m iralty announced. 
In addition, the adm iralty reveal­ 
ed. one torpedo boat was severely 
dam aged and an “E ” boat sunk. 
T h ere was no dam age to British 
vessels which m ade the attack and 
no B ritish casualties, it was said. 
T he attac k was m ade by the d e­ 
stroyers Sikh,
